to comply with health standards. 

Since the houses. will be prefab- 
ricated for temporary use, it was 
pointed out, they will not meet 
Upland building standards. The 


‘federal government has not asked 


the city to adopt a_ resolution 
waiving building requirements, 
Mr. Manley said, but the city 
council has already adopted a re- 
solution welcoming the project to 
Upland as a wartime emergency 
necessity and desires to waive 
building restrictions the houses 
cannot meet. 

Mr. Manley declared that the 
city building inspector will be re- 
quired to spend considerable time 
at the project and suggested that 


the council require a building per- |- 


mit. 

A letter from the Federal Pub- 
lic Housing authority at San Fran- 
cisco was read, requesting the 
water department to furnish rates 
and conditions of service to sup- 
ply the 200 temporary houses with 
water through a master meter. 
Mr, Manley said the water depart- 
ment can supply water at stand- 
ard rates and that the city will 
connect the meter if the contrac- 
tor furnishes it. A metewv costs 
$600, he said.

Nine 12-Year-Old 
Students Enrolled 
In Chaffey High 





Of the 873 boys and 995 girls 
enrolled in Chaffey high school 
and attending classes on the 
Chaffey campus, nine are 12 
years of age, five are 19 years 
old and one is 20. 

Listing age groups by per- 
centage in a report to the board 
of education, Gardiner W. 
Spring revealed .48 of one per 
cent of the students are 12 
years old, .27 of one er cent 19 
years old, and .05 of one per 
cent 20 years old. 

Nearly 74 per cent of the stu- 
dent body is 14, 15 or 16 years 
old. In the 14-year-old group 
are 24.8 per cent, 25.11 per cent 
are 15, and 24.52 per cent 16 
years of age. 

The 13-year-olds account for 
7.88 per cent, 15.97 are 17 years 
old and 2.24 per cent 18 years 
of age. 

Of the 1868 students, 537 are 
freshmen, 527 sophomores, 420 
juniors and 364 seniors. The 
figures do not inclade Upland 
spall high — se chool.
